BOARD OP ALDEEMEN. 



Another Meeting Dissolved By the 
Mayor In Protest Against Dis- 
orderly Proceedings. 



Report Upon Waterworks Improve- 
meuta-More Condemned Buildings 
—Many Requests From Citizens. 



There was a full meeting of the oity coun- 
cil last evening, Mayor Teaguo presiding. 
From the abstract of proceedings given 
bolow there have been omitted tho groutor 
part of tho paraonalitioa exchanged from 
time to timo throughout tho ovening be- 
tween Aid. Macmillan on ono aide and sev- 
eral of his colleagues on tho other, and 
which gave riso to tho protest of Aid. 
Wilson just prior to tho abrupt ending of 
tho proceedings. 

Ald, Partridge, when tho minutos of 
laBt mooting had beon road, oxplained that 
If he usud tho word "garbled," as reported 
in tho preBB, with respect to the financial 
statement of tho exhibition association, he 
did not moan it in any aenao offensive to the 
aeorotary, but meant only that it did not 
convoy what ho considered a correct idea 
about tho horeo races, 

A i.i) MoLellan took exception to a 
lottor written by Aid. Miomillan to the 
Colonist several wooks Bgo, when the 
speaker was a thousand miles away, which 
he considered unjustly and in a cowardly 
way attacked him, seeking to give tho im- 
pression that he had purchased 8790 worth 
of material for the Hook Bay bridge without 
the matter coming before the council. He 
wished to Bay that this statement waa 
altogether untrue ; that an appropriation 
waB made by the council for thia work, and 
that personally ho had never bought any 
matorial for the corporation in his life. 
Ho thought it would have been more manly 
of Aid. Macmillan to deal with the two 
membora of the committee who were in 
town than to single out one who waa a 
thousand miles away. 

Ald Macmillan in reply aaid he had 
used Aid. MoLellan'a name aimply becaune 
that gentleman had attaokod him on the 
sewer pipe contract, but that his letter 
would not bear tho Interpretation pub upon 
It by Aid. MoLellan. 

Ald. Partridge rose again to a question 
of privilege, explaining that he would nob 
bring the matter up now were ib not for the 
fact that before tho oatoemed city clerk and 
another Aid. Macmillan had threatened, 
while flourishing his fist in the speaker's 
face, thah " at the first political meeting I 
will send you home with a flea in your ear." 
Aid. Macmillan had then gone to the Times' 
editorial oolumn without signing hia name 
and printed a Hat to endeavor to prove that 
he bad not introduced politics into tho sew- 
erage contracts aa oharged. He wished to 
show up tho tactics of Aid. Macmillan not- 
withstanding the warning given to him by 
a prominent gentleman in this city, who 
eald, " You aro making a mistake in running 
up againat Aid. Macmillan, for you know 
that in the Liberal ranks he la regarded as 
aeoond to none but Wilfred Laurier." 
(Laughter,) 

The Local Council of Women wrote re- 
questing that in aelecting the ten repre- 
sentatives of the oity on the exhibition board 
the council shall name two women. Tabled 
until time of appointment. 

B. W. Poarao wrote again complaining of 
the nuisance cauaod by an open drain 
emptying opposite his property, Referred 
to sewerage committee. 

Charles A. Fosa asked permission to place 
a Bign aorosa the sidewalk opposite 146 
Yatoa atreot. Referred to building in- 
apector. 

John P. Pelletler complained of an over- 
hanging tree on Herald streot. Referred to 
atreet committee, 

Williim McDowell complained of the an- 
aanitary condition of Langford and Edward 
atroete, Victoria West. Roferred to atreet 
committee. 

W. 6. Eden wrote compUioing tha*. 
though an old resident of the cl y ho aould 
not get employment) on civ c wo;ku, and 
criticising the method nf the council in this 
reBpoot. Reoelved and filed. 

Christopher Fjirington called attention to 
an open drum on Central road, complained 
of by hia tenants as a nuisance. Referred 
to atreet committee 

EbortB & Taylor enclosed a bill for $745 
for professional services up to tho 1st Inst. 
Roforrod to finance committee. 

Davie, Pooley & Luxton, on behalf of 
Mrs. Piper, prossod her claim for oompon- 
satlan to the extent of $200 for injury sus- 
tained by reason of a defective sidewalk on 
Oak Bay avonuo. Referred to streot com- 
mittee. 

Chief Deasy'a monthly report was road. 
Ho asked that Fireman W. Duncan bo re- 
queatod to rotraoc tho statement that ho had 
made to the council respecting his being 
ordered off a reel by the Chief — tho only 
reason for that ordor being that thero was 
no room. Roferred to fire wardens. 

Tho markot inspector's report waB road 
and filed, 

Tendors for exoroise wagon for tho firo 
dopartmont wore opened, as follows: John 
Meston, §237 ; J- F. Bonk, §295 ; Wm. 
Grimm, §300. Referred to firo wardens. 

Rcaidenta of Toronto atreot petitioned for 
tho romoval of an encroaching barn and 
stable, which is a nuiaanoe. Referred to 
street committee. 

Several routine reporta from the finance 
committeo wore read and adoptod, and one, 
recommending a payment to Cougblan it 
Mayo, waa lott over. 

Tho atroeta committee reported againat 
tho requoat of Mr. Shobbolt for a aldowalk 
on tho ground that thero are no available 
funda ; and in favor of a alx-foot sidewalk, 
on the north side of Kingston streot, from 
Monzios street to tho fire hall. Adopted, 
aftor Aid. Cameron had atatod that tho 
committeo appear to have misunderstood 
Mr. Shotbolt'a requoab. 

waterworks improvements. 

Tho water committoo roportod as follows : 
"Gentlebien — Your wator committoo 
having considered the undermentioned sub- 
ject bog to report and recommond as fol- 
low! ; 

1. " Substitution of ooncroto for brlok in 
ducts and culverts in new filter beds. — As 
bhoro ia a difference of opinion on thia mat- 
ter your committee wonld recommond that 
lb bo oonsidored by the full council. 

2, " Improvement of baain between coffer- 
dam and new filter beds.— Thab thia matter 
bo referred to the engineer In charge with a 



request that he furniah a plan and estimate 
of tho cost. 

3. ",Steinberger claim, — Thatthlo mattor 
bo laid over until such time as it Is settled 
how much further land be requirod and then 
one aottlemonb be made of the whole busi- 
ness. 

4. " Filling up old filter beda.— The pre- 
aonb oonnoction with the 12-inch main runs 
through bhe old filtor beda, It ia very crook- 
ed and part of it Ia only 10-inoh pipe, thus 
making a material difference in the pressure. 
We would reoommend that a new connootion 
bo made outside of the filtor beds alongelde 
the lG-inch main. By taking up bhe 12-inoh 
pipe bhab Is required from tho Saanioh road 
and replaoing it with 24 inch pipe, of which 
thero ia a quantity on hand in the Albion 
Iron Works yard, tho ooat will not be more 
than §500. Tho old filter hods can then bo 
filled np without endangering tho supply or 
oonneotiona. 

5. " Clearing round the lake — That a fur- 
ther amount of §1,000 be appropriated for 
finishing tho clearing round the margin of 
tho lake. Tho last amount voted is olmost 
oxpendod and thoro are still on tho land 
cloared a number of stumps to be extraotod. 
Thero are alao a numbor of floating islands 
that can be taken out now to better advan- 
tage than lator on. Tho water is now lower 
than it Is evor likely to bo again and will be 
still lower unlets tho rains come en 
shortly." 

Tho repurt was Bignod by the three members 
of the oommitteo and by tho Watsr Commis- 
sioner, und a postscript said : "The Chair- 
man taking exception to aubstituting con- 
crete for briok and filling up the filter beds." 

Paragraphs Nob. 2, 3, and 5 of the report 
wore adopted. Paragraph No. 1 waa laid 
over, without division ; and paragraph No. 
4, relating to the old filter beds, waa laid 
over on division, Aid. Humphrey, Macmil- 
lan, MoLellan, Williams and Cameron vot- 
ing for this diflpoaition of it, and Aid. Bragg, 
Partridge, Wilson and Hall contrary. 

The motlona of whloh notioo had been 
given respecting the destruction of several 
old buildings were laid over for a week so 
that the building inspector might present a 
report on each ono. 

The by-law respecting the coat of branches 
put in by the oity to connect with sewers 
constructed under contract last year, waa 
read a firab time. 

Ald. Bragg again moved his mobion call- 
ing upon Aid. Macmillan to retract certain 
statements made through the press. 

The Mayor— I deoline to put that to bka 
meeting. It ia not in any way in the inter- 
est of the oity. 

Ald. Bragg insisted that hia motion waa 
a proper one, and he oallod upon the Mayor 
to " exerciBo a littlo backbone." 

The Mayor — " I have ahown baokbono ; 
I have dared to do what no other mayor has 
ever done, When you (Aid. Bragg) reach 
bhla chair you can exorclae your backbone 
after your own fashion. That la all the 
business, gentlemen, and I will leave the 
chair " — suiting the action to the word. 

Ald. Wilson asked His Worship to re- 
main a momenb, and while the Mayor stood 
there pointed out to him that it waa hia 
duty aB preaidlng officer to put an end to 
the peraonalities " which are ao disgusting 
to myself and many others at the board. 
Do your duty," ho added, " and yon will 
find the council quite ready to back you 
up." 

The Mayor (yebatandlng)— " Yes ; I will 
do my duty after my own fashion. The 
business is closed for this evening." 

Exit Mayor at 10:25 p.m., and the alder- 
men followed. 



BEGINNING OF THE END. 

Theodore Durrant to Take the Wit- 
ness Stand and Give His 
Own Story. 



Case Likely to be Given to the Jury 
on Wednesday, Octo- 
ber 23. 

San Francisco, Oob. 7.— At the opening 
of tho eleventh week of tho Durrant trial to- 
morrow the defence will make a final strug- 
gle to break down thetostimonyof tho pro- 
aocution, a proceaa which ia expected to last 
three days longer. Tho defendant himaelf 
will be called to tho witnoaa stand. li ia the 
intention of tho defenco to have Durrant re- 
count the history of hia adventureson April 3. 
Tho defence intends to leave no loopholos 
for the attack of tho proseoution. A 
fchodulo of tlmo for the close of the trial is 
aa follows : " On Thursday Attorney 
Douprey will close tho caao for the 
defence. Friday and Monday will 
be occupiod by DlBtricb Attornoy 
Buroes in rebuttal ; Tuesday will bo 
passed in further rebuttal ; on Wednesday 
tho opening argumont of tho prosecution 
will bo made, and Thursday, Friday and 
Monday the closing efforts of the defenco 
will be mado. Tho next day the district at- 
tornoy will close for tho prosecution. It is 
confidently expected that Judge Murphy 
will chargo tho jury not later than tho 
morning of Wednesday, Oct. 23.

THROWING DOWN THE GAUNTLET. 

Herr Llebknccht, tlio Socialist .header, De- 
clares That Socialism Will Triumph 
Over the German Empire. 

Breslau, Oot. 7.— Herr Liebknocht, in 
his inaugural Bpeech at the opening of the 
Socialist congrosB to-day, referred to tho re- 
marks recently made by Emporor William 
of Germany, Baying that attempts had lately 
beon made to vilify the cooial democracy,, 
but, the speaker added, that party 
could dofy defeat, no matter how 
many bayonets wero at the disposal 
of those who wished for a trial 
of strength. Continuing Herr Lleb- 
knecht said that if tho peoplo wanted & 
fight tho Socialists wero their men, HTf» 
addod : " The highest authority in tho 
land throws down tho gauntlet and insults 
us, let us take up tho challenge No matter 
who It may bo who casts this mud at us, 
he is incapable of touching us, for we ore 
abovehis insults. The German empire would 
first oollapso, but Socialism would triumph. 
A violation of universal suffrogo will bo 
equivalent to tho warrant of tho Imporial 
government." Herr Liebknocht was enthu- 
siastically applauded. In the hired hall in 
which thecongresB moota is a largo poriraib 
of the late Emporor Frederiok. The eocial- 
IstH wished to veil ib during tho session of 
their oongress, but they were provontud 
from doing so by tho police, whoreupon tho 
ohairman remarked that if the doliboratloue 
did not dipturb Emporor Frodorick hia por- 
trait would not Incommode the socialists. 

Tho oongreaa passed a resolution to expel 
from tho party Dr. Ruodt, of Hoidolbarg, 
on tho ground that although oleotod a dele- 
gate, ho hud absented himself from the con- 
gress, making the atatement " that he had 
done with that lot." Among the motions 
that the congrosa will have to consider are a 
large numbor doallng with tho agrarian pro- 
gramme by no moans favorable to bhe new 
proposals.

It being among the firBb of the mining

ors inform you that of the cash oapital of 
thin company, up to the present we have ex- 
pended in development and research only 
about £7,000, whioh has been remitted to 
British Columbia ; otherwise your capital 
his baon lying in London at interest.

constantly watched and kepb In check are 
cortain to do mischiof more or less serious. 
The work of preventing disease does nob, to 
the thoughtless and unintelligent, appear to 
be important, but it is, if tho country is to 
be kepb in a good sanitary condition, abso- 
lutely neoessary. 

The Provincial Legislature did a wIbo 
thing ut its lust session in appropriating a 
considerable sum for the preservation of tho 
publlo health. Its members foresaw that 
contingency liko the present might arise and 
they did well to place in the Government's 
hands a sum suflicionb to pub tho Health 
Aot in operation and ensure the security of 
tho publio. 

; ,Wo do nob think that tho NewB-Adver- 
tisor will inako any politioal capital for its 
party by its abtempt to bring discredit on 
tho Government because it is desirous to 
preserve tho public health and because it 
has taken in timo the precautions necessary 
to effect this important purpose. Wo, too, 
would just hint that the moans ib is taking 
bo injuro the Govornmout are neither polltio 
nor patriobio. Thero are subjects whioh 
good Bonse and regard for the public wel- 
fare should prevonb even tho sohoming party 
politiolau from meddling with for merely 
faotious purposes, and measuros baken for 
tho preservation of the publio health cer- 
tainly belong to this olass.

THE HEALTH LAW. 

The News-Advertiser finds fault with tho 
Government for putting tho Act Respecting 
the Publio Health, of 1893, in force. Our 
contemporary oannob soe why such a step 
should be taken at this timo or what has 
caussd the Provincial Government " to 
think It necessary to bring into existence a 
body which has such extraordinary powers 
conferred upon it by the same Aot which 
created it." 

Wo cannoc say thab we are surprised ab 
the News- Advertiser's obtuseness, for 
it can bo marvellously stupid when 
it haa a purpose to sorve by be- 
ing blind to what is going on 
around it. But those on whose shoulders 
the preservation of the publio health rests 
would bo greatly wanting in discernment if 
they did not see that tho present is a time 
in which they should beetir bhemselvoa and 
bike every possible precaution to prevonb 
tho introduction and spread of disease. 
They soe that tho cholera is raging in Japan 
and China and they know that it has been 
taken to bhe Hawaiian islands and 1b doing 
great mischief there. They know, too, that 
tho conditions in many parts of tho province 
are favorable tothespreadof zymotic diseases 
and they are consequently convinced that 
if British Columbia over noedod tho services 
of an intelligent and an energetio organ!/, 
ation for the preservation of tho publio 
health it does at present. 

Experionco should have oonvincod ovory 
intelligent man in the Provinco thab it ia 
too late to proclaim a Health Law when 
disease has mado its appearanoe in the 
country. Measures taken in haato when 
there is a panio in the oountry aro inade- 
quate, and ib takea a long timo to abate the 
alarm and restore, confidence at home, and a 
still longor timo to restore conlidonco in the 
health of the Provinco abroad, and to ropair 
tho damago which tho loss of aonQdonoo has 
caused. 

So important Ib it that the puoplo of the 
Provinco should be kopb froo from alarm 
with respect to tho introduction of oontagi- 
ous disease? and thab lbs neighbors 
should havo no causo to suspoob that its au- 
thorities are lax and noglootful in matters 
in whioh the publio health is oonoernod, thab 
wo Incline very much to tho opinion thab 
the Act Respecting the Publio Health should 
bo novor allowed to romain In abeyance. The 
maohlnory knowntobo noaoBaary to atampoub 
disoaso when ib appears should always bo in 
working order, roady to perform its dubieB 
promptly and effeobivoly at a moment's no- 
tice. A Hoalth Aeb almosb identical in 
every rcspeob with tho ono onaotod by our 
Provincial Logialaburo In 180.'! Is, if wo do 
nob greably mlatuko, constantly in operation 
In tho Province of Ontario. And proporly 
so. For what signifies the comparatively 
small sum spent every year in salaries to 
hoalth oilioors of ono kind and another whon 
compared with the Iobb whioh tho oountry is 
sure to suffer for want of an aotlvo and offoc- 
bivo organl/.»tlon for tho preservation of tho 
publio hoalth. 

It should bo romcmbored thab thoro are 
always Bgenolea at work whioh are detrimen- 
tal to the public health, and which if not 



Somo misapprehension appoars to exist as 
to an advertisement latoly published by tho 
Minister of Minos, stating thab an examina- 
tion would bo hold for competonoy in assay- 
ing and bhab those who passed the examina- 
tion successfully would reooivo a Govern- 
ment certificate of competency. It has boon 
interpreted in somo quarters thab tho Gov- 
ornmonb intended a compulsory examinablon 
for all persons practising assaying in tho 
Province, bub Buch is manifestly nob bhe 
oaso aa bho words of tho advertisement 
plainly show to those who wish to road 
them intelligently. Tho examination was 
oonfined to assying those metals only which 
are generally offered for assay— namely, 
gold, silver, copper, lead and iron and tho 
certificate of competency merely inoluded 
those motals. 

In point of fact nob ono official in a 
thousand over asks an aBsayer for an assay 
of any other metal. Now that the mines of 
the Provinco are being developed, eaoh 
mine owner employs an assayor on tho 
spob, and many appointments aro open 
to well qualified young men in that direc- 
tion. A aerblfioato from the Governmenb 
would bo an assurance bhab the holder of ib 
wbb compotent bo perform ordinary oaBays. 

Tho examiners are Mr. Carmiohael, the 
Provincial aeaayor and analyst, who has 
high certificates of oompetonoy from Owens 
College, which is ono of bhe beat solenbifio 
oollegoB in the world, and Mr. Pellow-Har- 
vey, of Vanoouvor, who had the besb of 
training in assaying in Swanaoa, and who 
also holds certificates of competency and ia 
a man of groat experience. 

Wo believe that the Hon. Colonel Baker 
contemplates instltuing a courso of 
struction in assaying during tho winter, 
to be followed by an examination and the 
granting of honor certificates, as well as 
ordinary certificates to tho successful candi 
dates, and that ho baa already had nuuier 
oub applications to join the course of instrua 
tlon. Fees will, of courso, bo charged, ond 
appliod to the general rovonuo. 

Coal assays aro a specialty and require 
appliances which are not always available 
Some of, the loading aaaayor in London 
will nob undertake an exhaustive analyaia of 
coal, bub refor tho applicant to specialists in 
that branch of assaying. 

NOT A TORY FABRICATION. 

Wo find that tho Grit nowspapers of On 
tario aro still impudenb enough and un 
principled enough to maintain that it was a 
Conservative newspaper that abtributod to 
Mr. Laurior bhe expression now bscomo 
historical, " Thank God there is not an 
Orangeman among us, tho Liberals." It 
haa been proved clearly thab bho worda firab 
appeared in tho reporb in La Pabrio of tho 
apoech delivered by tho Leader of tho Oppo 
sltion in Chicoutimi — a roport, too, that 
was published for tho oxpress purpose of 
correcting tho alleged misrepresentations of 
tho Conservative press. Tho date of the 
number of Li Patrie was givon, so any 
person who had access to a tile of that 
papor could oithor verify tho quotation or 
Bhow thab tho roport in La Patrie did not 
contain tho worda abtributod to Mr. Laurier 
But tho Grit papere carofully ignored La 
Patrie'a roport und oontinuod to declare 
thab tho dovout oxprossion of thunkfulnesa 
waa a falsification of tho Tory press. Somo 
at loast of tho Grit paporB must havo known, 
and all of thorn ought bo havo known, thab 
In bhis matter bho Conservative newspapers 
woro falsely aoouaed. Bub mosb of thorn con 
binuo bo publish tho false accusation know- 
ing ib to bo false. 

Wo soo, too, that La Patrie waB nob the 
only paper in whioh the speech containing 
tho thanksgiving now repudiated by Mr, 
Laurior and hie organs appoarod. The 
roporb of the speech appoarod in Lo 
Cultivateur, a papor ownod and 
edited by Mr. Laurior's bosom friend and 
political assoclato, Mr. Tarto, on Sopbembor 
7th. Hero ia a translation of bho roport as 
it appoara in tho Cultivateur : 

Tho Llboral ohief reiterated, amidst fade* 
aoribablo enthusiasm, his solemn engage 
ment to ro-eatablish tho Catholic schools on 
hie arrival in power. Tho Conservatives 
wero us enthusiaatio us tho Liberals, and 
applauded a l'oubrance. 

"I know, "said Mr. Laurier, "that I shall bo 
appoalcil bo tofulfii that ongngomont, bocuueo 
tho present Governmont cannot settle tho 
question. How do you think that men who 
havo taken an oath to suppress Catholic in 
fluonco can ro-eatablleh the Cabhoiio sohoola 
whioh aro the eourco of that infiuonco 
Thank God, thoro are no Orangomon among 
us, bho Liberals 1 The day when tho poo- 
plo shall have confided to mo tho direction 
of affairs I sh8ll have bub to appoal to tho 



Christian sentiments of my followers to en- 
gage them In tho rendering of justice to 
whom juBtlce la due." 

This passage is remarkable for more than 
tho statement with reapoot to the Orange- 
men. Id shows that, In the opinion of Mr. 
Tarte, the Liberal Leader, amidst) inde- 
sorlbablo enthusiasm, "reiterated" hla 
solemn engagement to ro establish the 
Cabhoiio sohoola in Manitoba whon ho had 
the power. This statement ia nob tho fabri- 
cation of a Tory nowBpapor, but the testi- 
mony of a zealous Liberal who heard Mr, 
Laurior's epeooh, and who ia quite capable 
of undoratanding every word he aaid. This 
is the impreasion whioh Mr. Liurier'e 
Chicoutimi spoeoh mado upon Mr. Israel 
Tarte. Aaoording to him Mr. Laurier whon 
spoaking bo hia compatriots and co-religion- 
ists in bheir own language did nob express 
himself ambiguously or indefinitely. Ho 
spoko dourly and to bhe poinb. He in plain 
terms repeated tho promiso, whioh ho, ao- 
oording to Mr. Tarte, had made before, 
to aettle bhe Manitoba school queation 
in the way thoy approved of, for wo find 
thab ho mado tho anuouncomenb " amidst 
indescribable enthusiasm." 

Ib is quite poaaiblo that tho editors of La 
Patrlo and Lo Cultivateur published the 
Chicoutimi speech verbatim with a purpose 
Thoy saw how difficult lb was to get a 
definite statement from thoir Leader on tho 
sobuol question, and thoy mast havo known 
bhab nothii ■« bub a oloar and definite otato- 
monb of hts iutontions would satisfy tho 
Frenoh Liborals. So thoy publishod tho

Th6 
current rate may bo said to bo '2f>3. to Cork, 
for orders, usual options. Tho liat for lum- 
ber chartora Bhowa an incroaaing inquiry 
during the month, but shipments foreign aro 
atlll vory alow and owners have to make 
concessions to induce buBinosa. Tho de- 
mand from South Africa continues on a 
comparatively ertonsivo scale. Anothor 
charter for salmon Is announced, tho last of 
tho season. Tho pack thla year haa turned 
out to bo larger than waa anticipated— a 
conservative estimuto placoa the total at 
515,000 naaos — but ample tonnage haa boon 
provldod to carry it, and when the last vos- 
sol sails there will be practically no stock 
left."

Ho Uya all hia hard luck to 
tho declalon of tho British government not 
to insist upon tho soallng up of firearms 
while the fleet aro operating In the Sou. 
Hore is tho tale of woe that ho poured into 
tho ear of the Examiner : "All tho Ameri- 
cans received inatructions to soal or land all 
liroarme ; I waa obllgod to give up even my 
revolver. No auoh orders were glvon to tho 
British captains and they went away with 
thoir arms and ammunition on board their 
vessels. The result was that when we got 
into Bohring aoa, on every diy which was 
fit for sealing we could hoar tho popping of 
rifles from all dirootlons. Boat after boat 
from the Eppinger came baok empty and the 
complaint of my men all tho time was that 
the shooting scared tho seals away. Tho 
Britishers and their Siwaeh Indians used 
firoarma whilo tho American government 
compolled its clti/.ena to go baak to tho wea- 
pona of a contury ago, which were of no use

Work of the Council at the Recent

Local Council ol Women yesterday after- 
noon. The committee on fair work report- 
ed that all expenses in connection with tho 
exhibit had been mot and tho prizes paid in 
full. Discussion on tho ugouda for tho an- 
nual meeting occupiod the greater portion of 
the timo. It was deoided to aek each fednr- 
atod society to send three representatives to 
tho annual meeting in addition to the presi- 
dent. 

Tho agenda for tho mooting aro not yot 
complete ; bub tho buBiueaB will occupy tho 
entire day of November 6. 

As tho agricultural association has already 
appointed one lady on the board of directors 
ir, was resolved to aek tho oity cjuncll to 
appoint two othors. 

A papor on tho Society of tho Treasury of 
God was road by tho president, Mrs. Hakor, 
as folio wa 

Madamo president, and ladles : I think 
many of ua wcro present at Government 
House when Lady Aberdeon addrcBaod us 
on tho subject of tho Society of the Treasury 
of God, and askod mo to bring tho matter 
before you for tho bonofit of your advioo aa 
to (he best means of establishing tho eyatom 
here. 

I will begin by reading tho ruleB of tho 
English society founded nino years ago, and 
whioh has worked mosb successfully, not 
necessarily for our adoption, but as a ground 
for diBcns lion 

In discuBsing the subject, I think wo have 
first to consider the immense benefit whioh 
would accrue to the place if some definito 
system of almsgiving could bo established 
so that the multitude of earnest people, 
both lay and olorical, who wear oub their 
lives in begging and getting up various en- 
tertainments, might be relieved of the in 
tolerablo strain. 

What an era of peace and satisfaction 
would pet in for the promoters of churches, 
schools and missions ! 

What a happy release there would bo 
from the tyranny of appeals — from those 
heartrending appeals — for. chickens and 
cakes ! 

What a joyous going forward of all good 
works whioh aro now languishing for want 
of funds ! 

It would be a very foretaBto of the milieu- 
ium to many weary, disheartened workors. 

In taking action towards this happy end, 
do you not think our first step should bo to 
approach the clergy on tho subjeot, for tho 
benefit of their approval and advice 
have reason to believe that most (if not all of 
them) inoluding the bishops, are in full eym 
pathy with the soheme. 

With regard to tho amount of our indivi- 
dual offerings I hope and believe that few of 
ua who neglect systematic and proportionate 
almsgiving are poasosssd by the spirit of 
covetousnesB — that insiduous vice by whioh 
one of tho chosen twelve fell from graco — a 
vice so insiduous that St. Paul olassea it 
with sins not bo much as to be named among 
Christians. It is, I hope, only that wo are 
careless and do not realize the high import- 
ance of a duty which our Lord, in the Ser- 
mon on the Mount, classes with prayer and 
fasting. 

I think we shall agree that as Christians 
we cannot offer Iosb than tho tenth which 
was obligatory on the Jews — tho aame 
awful words applying to ub as to those who 
failed in this obligation, "Will a man rob 
Gcd? Yetye havo robbed Me." "Where 
la hive wo robbed Thee ? " " In tithoa and 
offerings. Ye are ouraed with a ourae, for 
ye have robbed Me." 

But if a tenth of all our Income and in- 
crease is tho least we can offer, it need by 
no means be tho limit. Thero is a largo 
margin open to us botween that and the 
gift of the widow who earned our Lotd's 
commendation when sho cast in all that sho 
bad, oven all hor living. 

And lastly to consider tho form of our 
offering. Should it not L>3 as a direct gift, 
made to Christ Himself ? He Bays in doing 
it to My poor and suffering ye do it unto 
Mo. Let ub picture, then, our doar Lord 
in person coming to us and saying: "My 
chlldron, I am cold and hungry. Feed and 
clothe Mo," and our answer, " No, Lord, 
wo cannot spare money now for Thy noed 
but wo will gat up a bazaar or a social, and 
when people havo had some amusomont and 
a high tea and wo have paid all our exponses, 
tho balance (if any) can be for Thee." 

It sounds almost profane when put to 
words thus ; bub thab Is bow tho system 
presents Itself to somo of us. I saw two 
lines lately whioh compared our 
modern ! methods with thoso of former 
daya, when grand ohurohea wore built 
to the glory of God and Buffering humanity 
waB reltovod by sacrifices, tears ond prayora 
but now wo work by soolals, teas and fairs, 
Thia contrast Is not to our credit ! 

Would it nob bo a grand work of tho 
Women's Council to restoro tho good old 
order when swoot charity was done simply 
in Christ's name and us to Him ? 

For the poounlary suocesa of our venture 
we havo good security, oven the words of 
tho Lord of Hosts " Bring ye all tho tithes 
and prove mo now and see if I will not open 
the windows of Hoavon and pour you ouo u 
blessing, that there shall not be room enough 
to receive it."

The rate of commercial mor- 
tality, 234 failures in a quartor 
for every 1,000 firms in business, 
is lower than last year, and tho 
proportion of defaulted liability to solvent 
business represented by payments through 
the clearing houses, is but 2 49 per $1,000 
againBt 2 77 last year.
